the normal Customs duty will be’ 
levied’ in Shanghai. Following 
‘the precedent established ¢lse- 
where, Marshal SunChuan-fang 
has decided to carry out the collec- 
tion of the duty,"and he has made 
all the neceasary arrangements 50 
that the machinery ,of collection 
twill proceed -notwithatanding. that 
the Inspector-General’ of Customs 
has ordered hla Commissioners not 
to collect it... As a matter of fact 
the Commissioner of Customs here 
will in no way be concerned with’ 
reference to the collection. Mar- 
shal. Sun has arranged. for a 
special defartment to attend, to the 
matter. 

In order to explatn how" Marshal 
Sun is able to collect this surtax 
without the.fntervention or. aid’ o£! 
the Customs “service, it is only’ 
nécessiry to give an account of the 
procedure which: is followed in 
paying, import duties. -The Cus- 
toms assess the duty on imports, 
whereafter, the importer has to xa 
to the Bank of China to pay the 
amount 30 irriyed at. . When. this 
is paid a receipt is given, and then 
‘delivery cnn be-taken. In future 
the procedure will be to ‘this ex- 
tent amended, that before a receipt 
for the duty is given by the Bank 
of China, the duty memo will have 
to go before n Surtax Department 
which~has been established in the 
Bank. by Marshal Sun, and, until 
the’ surtax. is paid there will be, 
no receipt to enable the goods to’ 
be reldised. As previously, the 
Bank will pay to the Customs the 
5 per cent. duty, but the surtax 
will be dealt with in-a different 
“Manner. - For. purposes of con- 


4 venience and expedition it is. being 


taken asa half of the Customs 
duty, and this. will ‘go-to the 
Treasury of Marshal Sun Chuan- 
fang. . 

The scwartaaes of this aroun 
to’ Marshal “Sun. may. be gauged 
from the Customa statistics of laBt 
year, which showed that the im- 
port duty for Shanghai amounted 
to over Haikuan Ts. 23,000,000, 
This means that the surtax will 
bring in approximately Hk. Tia. 
1,000,000 monthly tothe authority 
imposing the surtax—in this case 
Marshal Sun Chuan-fang. 

Marshal Sun has made the ap- 
pointment of a Director of Sur- 
taxes, and while for the time be- 
ing the holder of the office also 
happens to be the Superintendent 
of Customs, it must be realized 
that.as regards the former ap- 
‘pointment he ‘is acting in an en- 
tirely, different led from the.

‘In 
the Junior Local fourteen passed 
out of twenty-five, all but two 
passing in English. On December 
ist the Inspector of English 
Schools, visited us, and he reports 
that he was very pleased.with the 
work and discipline, and that the 
full grant_is recommended.
